As stated in The E agle Sunday 
m orning Tom W illiam s was arrest- 
{ed and 
lodged 
in 
jail, charged 
w ith the shoot ing of his uncles, N. 
B. and J a k e W illiam s, on tile road 
near town late S aturday afternoon. 
A reporter of The Eagle called at 
jail Sunday and asked the prisoner 
if he desired to m ake a statem ent 
about the case. 
He said he did not, 
j but adm itted w ithout hesitancy th a t 
he did the shooting. 
Young W il­ 
liam s is 28 years old and was horn in 
M adison county. 
He lias lived in 
Brazos county several years. He has 
been sick recently, and is now slen­ 
der and pale. 
Jake W illiam s was believed not 
so seriously w ounded as at 
first 
thought, and it w as stated yesterday 
th a t he was likely to recover, He has 
a num ber of wounds in the back 
from what are said to be 
goose 
shot. 
L ater reports yesterday afternoon 
from the wounded man W illiam s, 
were unfavorable, and it was thought 
he cannot recover. 
The authorities are aw aiting the 
result of the wounds to some extent, 
aud it has not y et been announced 
w hether the grand jury will be re­ 
em paneled or not, but this course is 
probable. 
W hen found dead by the officers N, 
B. W illiam s had his right hand in 
the right pocket of his pants as he 
lay in the wagon and when tile hand 
was pulled out it brought w ith it a 
pair of knucks. 
It is said Ja k e W il­ 
liam s had a knife, but he stated S a t­ 
urday night when expecting to die, 
it is claim ed, th a t he had the knife 
out to cut tobacco. 
The details and causes of 
the
